1. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. It is not clear for each of the claims if Applicant is 
claiming only a vortex unit or a combination of a vortex unit and a semiconductor- 
processing device in view of the preamble's statement of intended use in claims 1,10 
and 17. The examiner assumes, for purposes of examination, that Applicant intended 
to claim both a vortex unit and a semiconductor-processing device based upon the body 
of claims 1,10 and 17. Applicant is required to clarify what is actually being claimed. 


2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 


3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Peters (4848090; see column 2, line 40-60).

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Amemiya (6249132; see column 5, lines 25-40, column 5, line 53 - column 6, line 20; 
see also claims 11-14). 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Lawson (3019621) and Fulton (3173273) show vortex units.
